Black Freedom Leader Speaks 


Lewis Myers, attorney for the United League 
of Mississippi, spoke on this campus Tuesday, 
January 23. Rather than paraphrase his speech 
we here offer extended excerpts. We include here 
a few passages not included in the original 
because of the restrictions placed on length by 
the City On A Hill Press. A tape of the full speech 
is available through the Santa Cruz Labor Study 
Group.

CALIFORNIA AND MISSISSIPPI 


One of the most dramatic revelations to me 
is the fact that people in California and other 


parts of the country have the misguided notion 
that the movement for freedom and dignity of 
the Black people in this country somehow is 
dead. People seem to feel today that people in 
California have a measure of freedom, particu- 
larly Blacks and Chicanos, that Blacks in 
Mississippi do not have. They feel that what- 
ever problems are in Mississippi somehow 
have no effect on people in California 

For those people in California who somehow 
feel that racism is not alive. somehow feel that 
the exploitation of workers, and somehow feel 
that the exploitation of Black peoples and 
Chicano and Asian people is somehow non- 
existent here, we have to stop and pay homage 
and tribute to the ruling class of this country 
who have again accomplished a major feat by 
convincing slaves that they are free. Particular- 
ly in light of Proposition 13, in light of the fact 
that the L. A. Police Department kills Blacks 
and Chicanos like they are roaches and ants 
and dogs, in light of the fact that in some parts 
of Oxnard, Ventura, and Los Angeles the Klan 
isasrampant, as wild, as racist and as terrorist 
as they would ever want to be in Mississippi 

It is profitable not to let progressive forces 
and particularly Black and other opp.ressed 
peoples know what slaves in other parts of the 
country are doing. It is a dangerous precedent 
It always has been a dangerous precedent to 
let slaves in different parts of the country know 
what other slaves are doing. They learned that 
very early on in the Antebellum South...As 
long as they convince us that our problems are 
problems limited to the geopolitical boundaries 
of Mississippi and convince people in California 
that the struggle against racism there has no 
relevance, we are ever doomed in our struggle 
because we are cut off and disjointed and 
isolated from the mainstream of national forces 
and the possibility of national formations and 
organizations, of groups and progressive forces, 
coming together to eliminate the basic evils 
that effect this society
